T erritory am ounting to thirty-five 
blocks was added to the lim its of 
Janesville’s fire proof district at the 
special council meeting last evening, 
eleven blocks being on the east side, 
and tw enty'four on the west side. 
In 
calling the special meeting to order 
last evening, Mayor Thoroughgood 
said: 
“ We have just had a very serious 
fire, which would have been much 
more disastrous had a strong wind 
been blowing in the direction of our 
business centre. 
After 
consulting 
w ith the city 
attorney 
and 
chief 
of the 
fire 
departm ent 
I 
have 
P cerned 
it advisable th a t the council 
should pass an ordinance extending 
th e limits as named in an ordinance 
w hich will be laid before you. 
This 
action has not been taken for the pur­ 
pose bf discommoding any one, nor in 
the interest of any particular individ­ 
ual, but in the interest of the whole 
city in preventing the eretion of build­ 
ings th at would be a menace to the 
thickly populated portion of the city, 
and to our business interests. 
Many 
cities have control everywhere within 
th e limits, and issue permits to would- 
be builders. 
I do not think th a t it is 
required here, but I do think the ex­ 
tension of the present fire lim its is a 
necessity, and ask you, gentlemen of 
th e council, to take action in this m at­ 
te r a t once.” 
Alderman Rich introduced an ordin­ 
ance extending the fire limits, it being 
an amendment to section I of the pres­ 
e n t ordinance. 
(The ordinance is pub­ 
lished in full elsewhere in this paper.) 
The ordinance was read the first and 
second times, the rules suspended and 
the ordinance passed by unanimous 
vote.
